NEEDS A COOL HEAD. 


Russia Must Be Handled by a Trained 
Diplomat.

Meeting of the National Congress of India 
~—Workingmen’s Excursions to the 
World’s Fair—Germany’s New Repre- 
sentative at Washington — Police 
Watching for Mrs. Osborne. 


Lorpon, Dec. 29.—It is stated to-day that 
the Government has received an intimation 
from Lord Randolph Churchill that he is de- 
sirous of enteringthe diplomatic service. It 
is also said that it is probable that he will be 
appointed British Ambassador to St. Peters- 
burg in place of Sir R. B. D. Morier, who 
holds the position at present. 

The Standard in its issue of to-day, while 
crediting the report, declared that the ap- 
pointment of Lord Randolph Ghurchill toa 
diplomatic position would bea rash experi- 
ment. 

The St. James Gazdte this afternoon says it 
hopes the scheme will be nipped in the bud. 
With the great risk of another incident in the 
Pamirs, similar to that which occurred some 
years ago at Penjdeh, the nomination of 
Lord Randolph Churchin as British Ambas- 
sador to Russia would be a piece offrash folly. 

The incident referred to occurred in 1885 
and is cited to show the Inadvisability of hav- 
ing an ambassador at St. Petersburg. who, to 
say the least, has never given evidences of 
the cool headedness requisite to carry on 
negotiations with such a poweras Russia 
especially since the Pamir question between 
that power and GreatjBritain has arisen. The 
Pamir incident is similar in many of its as- 
pects to the Penjdeh affair, which came near 
to precipitating a war between the two 
powers mentioned. Penjdeh is an oasis in 
the northwest of Afghanistan, 130 miles 
northwest of Herat. -A conflict occurred in 
March, 1885, between a body of Afghan troops 
occupying Penjdeh and a Russian force com- 
manded by Gen. Komarofl which had been 
stationed on the northern boundary. The 
Afghans were put to rout and the Russians 
took possession of Penjdeh. The dispute re- 
gardingthe Afghan boundary was at that 
time being carried on between England and 
Russia, and this incident added to the com- 
plications. The matter became the subject 
of special investigations, reports and ne- 
got iations in St. Petersburg and London, ac- 
companied with extensive military prepara- 
tions. The threatened war was finally 
averted, but Penjdeh remained a Russian 
possession. ¢ 


BRITISH INDIA. 


MEETING OF THE NATIONAL CONGRESS—A 
BRAHMIN HONORED, 

BomBar, Dec. 29.—A dispatch from Nagpur 
(Town of Serpents). capital of the Central 
Provinces of ledia, reports the proceedings of 
the Indian National Congress, which opened 
in that city to-day. Eight hundred delegatés 
are in attendance from the various prov- 
inces and 4,000 visitors are present watching 
the proceedings. The Chairman of the Re- 
ception Committee, in welcoming the deli- 
egates, spoke in the very highest termes of 
Lritish rule in India. He said the keynote of 
the movement which had brought about the 
holdiug of the congress was loyalty to the 
British Crown and attachment to the British 
people, to whom India owes her te- birth. As 
loyal subjects of Great Britain, the Chairman 
dirlared, they were desirous of an everlast- 
ing union between England and India. 

A Brahmin named cCOharilu, a native of 
Madras, was elected Presidentof the Con- 
gress. In bis address upon accepting the 
office conferred upon him he deploredin the 
most eloquent language the death of Mr. 
Charles Bradlaugh, who, he said, was during 
his lite the champion of India. He urged 
thata congress be held in London for the 
purpose of spreading throughout Great 
Britain the doctrines advocated by the Nag- 
pur Oongress. 

The Marquis of Lansdown, Viceroy of India, 
and Lady Lansdown have recently been 
making a tour ot the Indian provinces, and 
they were everywhere received with the 
warmest expressions of loyalty and devotion 
to British interests. Among the places vis- 
fted by the vice regal party was the State of 
Bhopal, which is ruled over by a Begum 
(Princess) and which is regard d as the best 
governed native State in India. The Begun 
in weicoming the Viceroy said among other 
things:

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


GERMANY’S NEW REPRESENTATIVE AT WASH- 
INGTON—MRS. OSBORNE’S FLIGHT. 

BERLIN, Dec. 2.—The North German Gasette 
Says to-day that it learns from a reliable 
source that Dr. Von Holleben, at present 
German Minister to Japan, will be transferred 
to Washington, where he will represent Ger- 
many in place of Count Arco Valley. who died 
some time ago. 

Baron Von Gutschmid, who is now German 
Minister to Chili, will be transferred to Tokio 
to take the place made vacant by the trans- 
fer of Dr. Von Holleben to Washington. 

Dr. Winchler, now holding the position of 
Secretary to the German Legation at Con- 
stantinople, will, according to the informa- 
tion furnished to the North German Gazette, 
be appointed Minister to Mexico. 


LOOKING FOR MRS. OSBORNE. 

QUEENSTOWN, Dec. 29.—When the Bothnia 
reached Queenstown yesterday Scotland 
Yard detectives searched her for Mrs. 
Osborne, but failed to find her. It is thought 
probable that Mrs. Osborne caught the Oilty 
of Paris at Queenstown last Thursday and is 
now on her way tothe United States. As the 
warrant out for her is for obtaining money 
under false pretenses she would be safe, as 
the charge is not extraditable.

MONEY FOR IRISH TENANTS. 

DUBLIN, Dec. 29.—Mr. Joseph Richard Cox, 
member of the House - of Commons for East 
Clare, who visited Australia in the interests 
of the McCarthbyite section of the Irish Par- 
Mamentary party, has returned from his 
tour. He states that he received promises of 
subscriptions amounting to £25,000 
to the fund for the benefit of Irish tenants 
who have been evicted from their holdings. 


COLONIAL PARLIAMENT PROROGUED. 

MELBOURNE, Dec. 29.—The Right Honorable 
Earl of Hopetoun, Governor of Victoria, pro- 
rogued the Colonial Parliament to-day. His 
Excellency, in closing the session, said he 
regretted that difficulties had arisenin deal- 
ing with the Commonwealth bill, but he be- 
lieved that Federation of the Australian col- 
onles was only delayed, not defeated. He 
added that the financial prospects of the 
colony were promising and that good reports 
had been received concerning the harvest. 


CHINAMAN FINED. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Dec. 29.—The Minister of 
Customs has inflicted a fine of $0 upon a 
Chinaman at Victoria, B. C., for endeavor- 
ing to defraud the department dy personat- 
ing another individual with aview to ob- 
taining a permit to return to Canada. The 
sum charged for a permit is $1, and the prac- 
tice of the heathen Chinee is to send them to 
friends in China whe may be coming to Can- 
ada, and by this means avoid paying the poll 
tax of $50. 


SUPPLIES CUT OFF. 

St. PETERSBURG, Dec. 23.—The army con- 
tractors in some sections of the country have 
ceased supplying food to the Russian troops 
in their districts, owing to inability to obtain 
the necessary supplies.

SCANLAN DYING. 


Physicians Say the Demented Actor Can 
Not Live Many Hours. 


New YORK, . 29.—In pitiable condition, 
with mind shattered and body diseased, Wm, 
J. Scanlan, the actor, lies at the residence of 
his manager. His physicians believe that his 
death is only a few hours oft. Scanlan’s Irish 
songs were comparable tothe German melo- 
dies of Fritz Emmet, and theinterest and 
sympathy manifested in the illness of the lat - 


ter are equaled in the present instance, 
both in and out of the profession. 

Speaking of Scanlan's successful stage 
career to-day, one of the actor’s friends 
saids He was born in 2 Mass., of 
Irish parentage. He worked in a store until 
he wasin the neighborhood of 18 years of 
age. Then he became connected with several 
temperance societies. He sang temperance 
songs and delivered temperance lectures. 
He was known as Master Willie, the boy 
temperance singer. By and by he came to 
New York and went to work downtown some- 
wh „ He had a decided talent for Irish 
com and Irish songs, and hardly had he 
established himself in New York when he was 
a feature in the ‘House of Lords’ and at Harry 
Hili’s, in Hester street. He was one 
of the pair known as Scanlan and Cronin.

DEPARTMENT OFFICIALS TALK PEACE, 
BUT PREPARE FOR WAR. 
— 

The Position in Which the New Chilian | 
President Is Placed—He Is Conserva- 
tive, but His Peoplé Want to Fight—\ 
Ships for Southern Waters—That 
Special Message to Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 2.—If Minister 
Egan has sent any cipher dispatches throw- 
ing new light on the Chilian situation to-day 
they will not be given to the newspapers. 
All inquiries at the departments are met 
with the stereotyped answer. ‘‘There is noth- 
ing new to-day.’’ 

From what may be regarded as an entirely 
reliable source, however, it bas been learned 
that Minister Egan was not invited to the 
festivities attending the inauguration of 
President Montt in Santiago on Saturday. 
That is the inference drawn by State Depart- 
ment officials from a telegram received from 
Minister Egan late yesterday afternoon, in 
which he states that the inauguration passed 
off successfully, and was followed by a ban- 
quet Saturday night. The banquet was 
attended by the Ohilian officials 
and Congressmen, and all the for- 
eign ministers in Santiago with which 
the administration is maintaining pleasant 
and amicable relations. The officials at the 
State Department say they have no explana- 
tion to give of the Minister’s course. He had 
been advised to use his own judgmentin the 
premises. It is stated that the Minister may 
have felt that it was inconsistent with self- 
respect and the dignity of his position, to 
say nothing of whatever degree of absolute 
danger to his person there was in appearing 
on the streets, to attend the ceremony in 
view of the manner in which he had been 
treated since the revolution ended. 

MASSING SHIPS IN THE SOUTH. 

Notwithstanding the published denials of 
Secretary Tracy that his department was 
making preparations for war, the policy 
of the navy is plain. The ordering of the 
Boston to San Francisco from Valparaiso, 
where she just touched, does not misiead any 
one. In fact, she has been ordered to stop at 
Callao, and she may not get any further 
north. She might not have left Valparaiso it 
her circulating pumps had been inorder. As 
it was expiained to-day by one ofthe higher 
officials it does not make any difference 
where our cruisers are in the 
Pacific. They need not gather at 
Valparaiso. They can de many miles 
away, even as far as San Francisco, and still 
be near enough to be available in the eventof 
hostilities. The declaration of the depart- 
ment, therefore, of its ordering the Boston 
to San Francisco and its repeated statement 
that the Yorktown is the only vessel kept at 
Valparaiso are futile efforts to prove that 
nothing unusual is going on. 

There is evidence on every hand that this 
Government is getting ready for war and, 
what is more significant, orders have unques- 
tionably been issued to Keep all information 
from the public and even deny that prepara- 
tions are being made Whentheyare discov- 
ered. „ 

The chief dime in the way of the 
Chilian government making the reparation 
demanded of the United States lies in the fact 
that the army and navy of the boastful little 
republic are anxious for war. Having bested 
Balmaceda and been victorious in every war 
in which the country has engaged in 
Seuth America, they are greedy for 
other worlds to conquer. President Montt is 
believed to be a conservative man, desirous 
of peace, but to humbly apologize now might | 
plunge Chili into another civil war. If Montt 
is given time it is thought that he will suc- 
ceed in convincing his people that they have 
nothing to gain by rushing rashly into a con- 
flict with the United States. 

THAT 6PECIAL MESSAGE. 

The belief is again revived that if a satis- 
factory answer from Chili is not at hand be- 
fore the assembling of Congress on Tuesday 
next President Harrison will transmit to that 
body all the correspondence relating to the 
Chilian unpleasantness. This correspond- 
ence will be accompanied by a vigorous letter 
from the President, asking for instructions. 
There seems to be a general impression 
abroad that Congress, while not going so far 
as to declare. war, will adopt a resolution 
giving the President power to send such 
ships and troops to Chilias he may deem ex- 
pedient, thus placing this Government ina 
position to meet any emergency that may 
arise.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. . —- Marion and 
Dave Beatty and Gwynn Bowden of Feltress 
founty, on the Upper Tennessee, lie in their 
houses dead, and Edward Harris, their mur- 
derer, is a fugitive from justice, with a ro- 
ward offered for his apprehension and deliv- 
ery at Jamestown, 

Three months ago Mary Beatty, sister of 
two of the dead men, and the belle of the 
Upper Tennessee country, retired from so- 
clety. Then it became noised about that the 
young woman had become a mother. The 
story was substantiated some time after by 
the sudden arrest of Claiborn Beatty, a 
banker and the richest man in the county, at 
the instigation of the girl, his daughter, who 
charged him with deing the father of her 
child. 

This stirred up a hornet’s nest, and so fear- 
ful were the jailer and sheriff of a mob that 
they removed him from the jail and into an- 
other part of the county for safekeeping. 
Neighbors and friends began to take sides, 
some with the wronged girl, and others with 
the father. Finally Beatty gave a $5,000 bond 
and left the country. Mary Beatty went to 
live with some distant relatives, Hiram Har- 
ris’ family, who lived at Allerdt, not far 
from Jamestown. People were beginning to 
forget the matter, when the old sore broke 
out afresh. N 

The Harris family, accompanied by Mary 
Beatty, came to town Monday to do some 
trading and to appear before the Grand-jury 
to testify against ber father. The Beattys 
were there, with their friends and relatives, 
and muttering and threats began to float 
about. Court adjourned at 4 o’clock, and, 
after making some purchases, the Harris 
family and Mary Beatty started home. When 
the Harris family left the Court-house yard 
Gwynn Bowden and the Beatty brothers 
mounted their horses and followed them. 
One mile from Jamestown Marion Beatty, 
peveral feet in front of his companions, rode 
up to the side of the wagon and said sternly: 
„Mary, we have had enough of this foolish- 
ness. We want you to come. 

The girl repliea: ‘‘I would rather be dead 
than alive with you again,’’ and, turning to 
young Ed Harris, who had stopped the team, 
she ordered him to drive on. 

Marion Beatty commanded the young man 
to be still, and, laying his hand on his horse’s 
head, said: ‘‘If you won't go home we’ll 
beat h—1l out of you.”’ 

With that he struck her a cruel lash across 
the face with his whip. She screamed and 
fell famtmm to thé dottom of the wagon. 
Young Harris sprang to his feet. 

Take the same medicine,you imp of hell, 
said Beatty and he lashed Harris thrice with 
his whip. 

The next moment young Harris had drawn 
a revolver, and, presenting it squarely at 
Marion Béatty, he pulled the trigger. A sharp 
report and Marion Beatty fell dead from his 
horse with a bullet through his head. 

By this time Dave Beatty clutched at the 
boy and Harris struck him with the butt of 
the revolver, breaking his skull. 

Three shots were received by Gwynn Bow- 
den, and after finishing him Harris shot 
Dave Beatty through the head while that 
worthy was wriggling on the ground. 

Harris kissed the girland his mother, and 
taking Bowden’s horse fied. His ‘father 
drove the family home andthe news spread 
about in a short time. 

The Beattys have always enjoyed. the re- 
spect of the people of the county, And six 
years ago Claiborn Beatty was the State 
Representative. He was extensively engaged 
in the general merchandise and lumber bust 
ness. Many believe the girl’s story concern- 
ing her father. She is an educated, strik- 
ingly handsome woman about 20 years old 
and enjoyed the esteem of every one in the 
vicinity. The report that Miss Beatty and 
young Harris were married some time ago in 
Scott County is current, but cannot de con- 
firmed.

Military Cordon Gathering About the 
Insurgent Chief. 


GREAT ACTIVITY ON BOTH SIDES OF 
THE RIO GRANDE. 


Cavalry Hastening to the Front—-Sympae- 
thy With the Rebels Among the River 
Ranchmen—Interview With the Mexi- 
can Consul at Laredo—He Denies thé 

. Existence of Ruiz Sandoval’s Army. 


Saw Avromo, Tex., Dec. 2%.—Thereis 
great activity at the military head- 
quarters here this morning. The two 
troops of cavalry that have been ordered to 
the scene of war on the frontier by Gen. 
David Stanley, commander of this military 
department, will leave this evening on a 
special train, They will be equipped for 
rough field service and well supplied with 
armsand ammunition. Word was received 
from Austin this mornihg that the State 
Rangers are preparing to make a hurried 
march to the border.

A dispatch was received at military head- 
quarters here last night from the Department 
of War at Washington authorizing Gen. 
Stanley to employ a number of scouts and 
guides for service during the present trouble 
with the Mexicans. Those not in sympathy 
with the revolutionary movement and 
who are acquainted with the border country 
will be employed if any such can be found. 

The Texas State Rangers have been ordered 
to the scene of the troubles caused by the 
Mexican Hevolutionists on the Rio Grande.

THE JURY INSTRUCTED AND THE ARGU. 
MENTS BEGUN. 


Attorney Pence Opens for the Prosecution 
—The Addresses Yet to Follow—Dr. 
Graves’ Torture While Under Cross- 
Examination—A Remarkably Treacher- 
ous Memory—Scenes in Court. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec, 29.—The close of the 
great trial, in which Dr, Thomas Thatcher 
Graves stands accused of the murder of Mrs. 
Josephine Barnaby by poisoning, is approach- 
ing. Last nigut 's session of teourt closed the 
cross-examination of the defendant, which 
brought out nothing of importanc’. After 
the examination of a few witnesses whose 
testimony was not important, counsel for de- 
fense stated that their case was closed. 

When court was opened this morning, there 
was a full attendance of spectators. 
Not an inch of space was 
unoccupied, The -defendant came in 
with Mrs. Graves, who was closely 


veiled when she entered the room, but re- 
ned the covering from her face after tak- 
ing her seat. Her face shows plainly traces 
of mental anguish. She glanced alternately 
at the Judge and jury, as if to catch a ray of 
hope for her husband's life. 

The defendant was noticeably ner- 
yous, and though he engaged 
in earnest conversation with Mr 
Ballou, who is ever at his elbow, he 
seemed to feel that the crisis in his case was 
near at hand and cast furtive glances at the 
twelve men who hold his fate in their hands 
as they fled into the jury box. 

After the bailiff had rapped for order and 
perfect quiet reigned in the room Judge Rising 
proceeded to deliver his charge to the jury. 

THE CHARGE TO THE JURY. 
Judge Rising charged the jury as follows: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE JURY—The indictment upon 
which the defendant is being tried contains three 
copnts. In the first count of the indictment 
the defendant is charged with having on the 19th 

April, 1891, feloniously, wilfully, with 

alorethought killed and murdered 
one Josephine A. Barnaby in the county of 
Arapahoe, State of Colorado. In the second count 
he is charged with having deliberately, with malice 
aforethought, killed and murdered one Josephine A. 
Barnaby in the County of Arapahoe, in the State of 
Colorado, by baying, on the 13th day of April, 1891. 
feloniously, wiliully, deliberately, etc., 
administered to and caused to be 
taken and swallowed by the said Josephine A. Bar- 
naby a deadly quantity of a deadly poison called 
arsenic. From the taking of such poison said Jose- 
phine A. Barnaby became sick, and from which 
sickness she died on the 19th of April, 1891. 

The third count of the indictment differs from the 
second count in subetance only in that it charges the 
defendant with having caused saia deadly 
poison to be administered to and taken 
and swallowed b said Josephine A. Bar- 
nab instead 0 chargin the defendant 
with havfog admintstered said 7 poison to said 
Josephine A. Barnaby and caused the same to be 
taken and swallowed by her. The Court instructs 
you that the law presumes the defendant innocent 
and this presumption continues until overthrown by 
evidence sufficient to exclude all reason- 
able doubt of his guilt. The indictment 
against the defendant is no evidence of his guilt, but 
is merely a local charge for the purpose of putting 
him upon trial. You 4 7 to commence the investi-

The court instructs you that in arriving at your 
verdict in this case you must wholly disregard any- 
thing which you may have heard before you 
were accepted as jurors and you must not 
aliow any feelings of fear or favor or 
any expressions either in favor or against the de- 
fendant to influence you in any degree, and your 
verdict must be based solely on the evidence in the 
case. 

Then follow forms of verdict to de re- 


turned, 
FOR THE STATE. 
Immediately after Judge Rising’s charge 
to the jury Mr. Lafe Pence began his closing 
argument for the prosecution. He sald: 


GENTLEMEN OF TUR JURY—We are reaching now 
the final step in this tragedy. It is not a pleasant 
duty that which you are called upon to perform; 
neither ie our duty a pleasant one. You have no 
right to take a man's life unless the law allows you, 
and Il have no right to ask you to take this man’s 
life unless the law justifesme. It is not a pleasant 
task for me to review this tragedy, especially in the 
Christmas time, when the message is wafted to 
every one, **Peace on earth; good will to man. 

We ask vou for this man whois going to close his 
term in whose hands the law has been for three 
years, not to slap him inthe face by breaking these 
laws. It in any wise I me to misrepresent 
the parties who have appeared before, it would be 
an awiul thing. There is no private prosecution 
here. You are determining the important question 
ite and death. The law asks you to take what the 
law cannot giveagain. The law requires you to be 
eatistied without & reasonable doubt before you find 
him guilty. If Dr, Graves did not prepare the fatal 
draught that sent his benefactor to death, and you 
do not belleve he did from the evidence, then let 
him go. It is not because counsel can create fact or 
because attorneys have any right to insist upon any 
unfair conclusion, It is because a solemn duty rests 
on us as wellas you; it ie because the law requires 
us to seek the truth, and it is because of this that 
counse! may be abie to refresh your recollections so 
a6 to guide you towards the truth. With that notion 
ot the daty of a counsel, I come before you. 

There were opening statements made. Mr. Ste- 
vent told whatthe people expected to prove and 
Judge Furman said the prosecution would drop of its 
own weight. Ichallenge him to prove this now. 
Is there any Goubf that Josephine Barnaby in the 
midet of her friends, in spite of physicians, in spite 
of everything that human hand could do, died the 
victim ofa poison. Ithink gow that I have no fear 
in saying, os all the testimomy showed, that Mrs. 
Barnaby did so die. 

Was it at the hand of Dr. Graves, who had allies to 
assist him, but unaided or aided, was he the man? 
That is the theory you are to solve. There is no ex- 
cuse for any juror in the world to hesi- 
tate a moment in bringing in the ver- 
dict that he poisoned this woman. His rela- 
tions with her begun a year before her husband's 
death. She was his patient. It is evident to you as 
itis to me and to her children that the husband who 
has spent a lang life witha wife better understands 
her deeds, the pro er limitations to be placed on 
her after his death, than the tramp interloper, 

Everybody knows that Mr. Barnaby better knew 
what was good for her when he made his will than 
did those interlopers. Hew little did he dream 
when he dictated the will that ia the city of Provi- 
dence there was an adventurer of lawyer and a 
tramp of a doctor who would rob the an while he 
was in bis grave. 


Judge Macon and Judge Furman will each 
address the jury for the defendant, and At- 
torney tevens will close for the prosecution.

The terrible ordeal to which Dr. Graves has 
been submitted for the past two days is over. 
His cross-examination was a veritable rock 
for the defendant. Attorney Stevens was piti- 
less, and succeeded in entangli the wit- 
ness in all sorts of contradictions. An 
through the trial, Dr. Graves bas shown him- 
selfto be anexcitable man.

A MISUNDERSTANDING OF ORDERS 
CAUSED THE DISASTER. 


Engineer E. &. Busbee, Fireman Barry, 
Fireman Price and Brakeman Gil- 
more the Victims—An Ocean Steamer 
‘Believed to Have Foundered— Killed 
by a Falling Derriok—Cesualties.

A am clearly of the opinion that my in- 
terpretation of the laws of Missouri is the 
correct one, says Col. J. O. BROADHEAD 
of his queer interpretation of our statutes 
prescribing the manner in which electors 


shall be appointed. 
He was equally satisfied with his inter- 


pretation of the laws when he drew the 
city into a suit against the gas company. 


| But after the Circuit Court Had sustained 


hie interpretation and given judgment in 
favor of the city, he came to the conclusion 
that he and the court both erred, and, for 
another big fee, he took the case to the 
Supreme Court and obtained a reversal in 
favor of the gas company. 

At another time, for a fee, he advised the 
State Legislature that the State was bound 
by every obligation of honor and -good 
faith to admit its indebtedness to a certain 
railroad and pay the very large claim pre- 
sented by that railroad. The Legislature 
ignored his advice, and the willingness of 
Gov. FrANcis to employ him as a sort of 
extra Attorney-General for the State en- 
abled him to discover that the State ought 
to sue that same railroad for a large amount 
of money instead of paying it, as he had 
formerly advised, a large amount on old 
scores. 

The pool-sellers recently found to their 
cost that Col. BROADHEAD’s interpretation 
of the laws of Missouri was exactly the op- 
posite of the interpretation put on the same 
laws by the Supreme Court. 

The butchers took the opinion of Col. 
BROADHEAD as to the constitutionality of 
their proposed law to prevent the sale of 
beef slaughtered outside of the State. He 
was very clearly of the opinion that it was 
a sanitary law, clearly, within the police 
power of the State. e Post-DIsPaTcH 
told them the Supreme Court would find 
it an interstate commerce law, hold 
the sanitary claim a false pretense, 
and pronounce’ the act unconstitutional 
and void. All the Supreme Courts sus- 
tained the Post-DIsPATOH, and though 
Col. BROADHEAD printed reams of argu- 
ment against their decision, it still stands 
as law. 

These facts are among the reasons why 
Gov. FRANoIs should not venture to dis- 
regard the plain mandates of Missouri law 
in following the legal advice of Col. 
BROADHEAD.

$235,000 for the Polytechnic, 


MANSFIELD’S THREAT AGAINST THE 
INVESTIGATING OCOMMITTES 


Mr. Kirchner Tells How He Had the Plans 
for the Reconstruction ofthe Building 
All Drawn for Parties Who Were Win- 
ing to Give $225,000 for the Poly- 
technic Building. 


The School Board Investigating Committee 
is diving into the Polytechnic Building sale 
and is getting some interesting if not to say 
startling facts. Lastevening’s session un- 
earthed some very interesting history ante- 
dating the sale. This was given by Mr. 

6 who for a number of 
years was the architect of the School Board. 
Mr. Kirchner was summoned to tell what he 
knew of the condition of the building, and 
also as to a report that he had been author- 
ized by capitalists to offer $235,000 for the 
same property which ex President Miller and 
his Board had given Mr. Brookings fora con- 
sideration of $120,000. Mr. Kirchner gave his 
testimony in a deliberate way and answered 
every questiqn directed to bim. He 
had in _ hands a collection 
of plans drawn in the early part of 1889, 
showing how the Polytechnic could be re- 
construct into a seven-story office bulld- 
ing. He started out dy saying that the 
building was not a fire trap despite the state- 
ments of Mr. Miller and his supporters 
in the celebrated sale. I examined the 
building carefully, he said, and 
I found the wallsin a splendid condition. 
The building can be reconstructed and at the 
same time use the same walls. 

AN OFFER OF $235,000. 

In the early part of 1889, certain gentlemen 
of abundant means told me that they would 
give $285,000 for the property if I could prove 
o them that they would realize 6 per cent on 
the investment, I was not then the 
architect of the , fter 
—— made this proposition 
made a careful examination of the building 
and sawthat the walls were strongand in 
good condition. I then drew up a set of plans 
showing how the bullding d be remod- 
eled intoa seven-story office structure con- 
taining some 140 offices. I placed a low es- 


but yet it showed these gentlemen who made 
the proposition how they could yield at least 
10 per cent net on the purchase of 
the one for $225,000. I then went to see 
Mr. Koenig, who was chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee and told him that the 
Board could get $235,000 for the property. He 

used for awhile and said he did not think 
he offer would de entertained; that 
the amount was not enough. 
This statement caused a decided sensation 
in the committee-room and everybody 
present became more interested in the wit- 
nhess’s testimony. Less than thirty minutes 
before the same Mr. Koenig—ex- Director 
Koenig testified that he was glad to get rid of 
the Polytechnic property for $120,000. He also 
testified that s opposed the resolution 
to reconsider the $120,000 sale. Mr. Koen! 
looked sharply at Mr. Kirchner but sai 
nothing until the close of the architect’s tes- 
timony. Mr. Kirchner was questioned 
closely, but he adhered to bis statement that 
he had authority to offer $235,000 for the 
roperty and that he drew his plans, think- 
Dg that it would be accepted. In answer to 
a question he said: „At the time 
these ntlemen made the 12 
sition which I repeated to Mr. oenig 
I considered the property worth every cent 
of $250,000. When Mr. Koenig refused to con- 
sider the proposition I dropped the matter as 
I considered that he as Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee of the  Bourd would 
oppose the sale on the ground that the 
amount offered was not enough. Mr. Kirch- 
nerin replytoa question said he did care 
to offer the names of the gentlemen who 
wanted the bullding for the present. He 
steadfastly adhered to his statement however 
that the proposition was made in good faith 
and that the board could have gotten the 
amount he offered Mr. Koenig in his official 
capacity as Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee. He considered the transfer of 
the Polytechnic 1 for $120,000 a hand- 
some present to Mr. Brookings. 

5 KOENIG’S DENIAL. 

When Mr. Kirchner concluded this testi- 
mony ex-Director Koenig said he did not con- 
sider what Mr. Kirchner had told bim as an 
offer of $235,000 for the property. He had not 
seen any formal offer of such an amount. 

MR. KIRCHNER IS POSITIVE. 

When seen this morning by a Post-D1s- 
PATCH representative, Mr. Kirchner said: 
Mr. Koenig certainly understood what I 
said to him in 1889as an offer of $235,000. When 
I told him I was authorized to offer it, he 
paused for a few seconds. looked 
serious and then said that such 
an offer would not de entertained, 
that the amount was not enough. Another 
thing I must say, that building has been mis- 
represented. It is not a fire-trap; that stair- 
Way is surrounded by brick walls, which 
would protect it if there was a fre n any 
other part of the building. Ever since 
the sale of that property to Mr. 
Brookings for such a figure I have had but one 
opinion of the transaction. I think it was 
nothing short of outrageousto give it away 
for $120,000 nearly two years after the 
board had the chance to dispose 
of it for $235,000. Three years ago 
an offer of $150, was made for the Real 
Echange building on the opposite corner and 
it was refused by Dr. Gamble. Yet three 
years thereaftera much more desirable piece 
of property on the other corner is given awa 
for $120,000.The values in that neighborhoo 
have appreciated greatly since then, but this 
fact seemed to have been lost track of when 
it Came to selling the property for $120,000. I 
am itive when I say that if the board had 
sold the property in 1889 for $285,000 the pur- 
chasers would have gotten a big bargain.’’ 

WANTED IT IN WRITING. 

Ex-. Director Koening said to-day that ac- 
cording to his recollection of his conversa- 
tion with Mr. Kirchner, he tola him that if 
anybody wanted to buy the Polytechnic 
building, all he had todo was to make his 
Offer in writing to the Ways and Means 
Committee or the board. I was only one of 
the Ways and Means Committee, he said, 
*‘and could not represent the other mem- 
bers. While I was at the head of the Ways 
and Means Committee two or three persons 
came to me ands © about buying the Poly- 
technic. I told them to goahead and make 
their offers in the proper way. 

DIRECTOR TROLL’S TESTIMONY. 

Director Henry Troll admitted that he was 
a most complaisant member. He didn’t re- 
member whether he voted for the sale resolu- 
tion or not, but did vote for the reconsidera- 
tion. He heard Mr. Barstow read the 
resolution di the sale. He thought 
the price too low.

Darrow was jealous of 
the other young men who sought Miss Gas- 
kell’s favor, and tt was stated that he chal- 
lenged his sweetheart to prove that she was 
not married to some of the other young men 
by going to a church and marrying 
him. She took the banter, it 
was stated, and they went to an 
Episcopal Church at Lockport, N. I., and 
9 returned to her parents 
and young Darrow resumed his law stud- 
les, and nothing was said about the 
marriage.

Andy Roland Dies of Injuries Received 
Last Sunday. 


FATAL ROW OVER THE PAYMENT FOR A . 
GAME OF POOL. 


Charles J. Guynn, His Assailant, Surren- 
ders Himself on Learning of Roland’s 
Death—His Story of How the Trouble 
Occurred—The Victim's Statement to 
His Sister—The Men’s Reputations. 


Andy Roland died at 10 o’elock this morn- 
ing of injuries received in @ saloon row last 
sunday afternoon. It appears that he was 
in the saloon attached to J, T. Aschmann’s 
grocery, 1429 North Ninth street, and Charles 
J. Guynn, an adopted son of the pro- 
prietor of the place, was tending bar 
in the latter's absence, Roland lost a 
game of pool and asked that it be charged 
against him. Guynne refused him credit, 
and in the row which occurred struck Roland 
in the head with a seltzer bottle. breaking 
the bottle and cutting Roland’s head. After 
being struck Roland bsat Guynn. 
Nothing was thought of Roland's 
injuries until word was received by the 
police this morning that he had died. It is 
allegea that it was the blow that struck him 
with the seltzer bottle that caused his death. 
The police claim he was an idle, worthless 
fellow, and give his assailant a good reputa-

* GUYNN SURRENDERS HIMSELF. 

A few minutes after the feport reached the 
Four Courts that Roland was dead Charles 
Guyun, a young man 2i*years of age, walked 
into Chief Desmond’s office and said 
be wished to give himself 
up as he bad heard he killed a man. He then 
told a simple story of an altercation he 
had with Roland in J. T. Aschmann’s saloon, 
1429 North Ninth street, about 1 o’clock last 
Sunday afternoon. 3 
„Mr. Aschmann,’’ said Gwynn, 
my adopted or foster father. 
father died when I Was young, 5 
Aschmann gave mea home and kept 
me at school until I grew old enough to work 
and go to housekeeping with my mother and 
older sister.

He is 50 years of age and has 
no children, but when in good health he 
managed both places very well. 

ATTENDING BAR THAT DAY. 

Last Sunday his wife became very sick 
and he sent for me to help him at 
the store while he nursed Mrs. Aschmann. I 
went to the store and he asked me to re- 
main behind the bar und seil drinks. It was 
the first time was ever behind the 
bar as bartender. I often went into the 
shioon with buckets for the women who 
bought beer and who would remain in the 
grocery store until I returned, but I never 
served behind the counter. At about 1 
o’clock in the afternoon while Mr. 
Aschmann was upstairs attending his 
wife, Andy Roland, a character in the 
neighborhood, came in with a man I did not 
know and played pool. Andy lost the first 
game and paid me for it. They played again 
and Andy again lost. Walking up to the bar, 
ne sald „ell Aschmann it will’ be 
all right. He knows me. I 
knew Aschmann was acquainted with 
Roland and that it was because he did know 
him that he would not trust him. I told him 
Iwould not trust him. well you don’t 
own this place and you can just putt 
down.’’ Itold him I wanted the money 
and would not trust him if Aschmann did not 
say 60. He became angry and 
came towards meina threatening manner, 
I knew Roland to be a tough character al- 
ways ready for a fight and ashe was 
older, stronger and larger than I, I felt that 
he would do me harm.

Maj. O’Meara’s Workingmen's Militia” 
Movement Condemned. 


A BROTHER OFFICER SAYS IT WAS 
STARTED FOR POLITICAL PURPOSES 


He Charges That O’Meara Is Using the 
First Regiment to Further His Own 
Folitical 4mbition—Some Facts About 

tment of Workingmen—The Regi- . 
mental Physical Standard. 


It ts to-day that Maj.J. B. O’Meara 
ofthe First t, N. G. M., is trying to 
use that organization to further his personal 
political: ambitions. The charge, which 1s 
distinctly made by a brother officer of Maj. 
O’Meara in the First Regiment, is pro- 
voked, it appears, by the article 
published in yesterday’s Fosr-Ditsraron in 
which Maj. O’Meara warmly advocated a 
movement to induce young workingmen to 
enlist in the National Guard. In his official 
report Of the Inspection and muster of the 
St. Louis regimenf, held at the Armory on 
the night of Dec. 16, which report was 
forwarded to Adjt.-Gen. Wickham at 
Jefferson Oity last Saturday night, Maj. 
O’Meara deplored the fact that the First Reg - 
iment was being recruited from a class of 
young men not well-enough developed to 
make good soldiers. Following up 
that significant official statemient, 
the First Regiment Inspecting officer 
gave an tnterview to the Post- DISPATCH 
in which he argued upon the great advan- 
tages that would accrue both tothe State 
militia and the workingman, if the latter 
could be induced to enter the militia service. 
One of the greatest advantages, in Maj. 
O'Meara’s estimation, was that the working- 
man would supply that bone and sinew | 
of physicai strength of which the First Regi- 
ment now stands in rather sore need, ac- 
cording to his official report covering that 
point. It is upon this latter assertion that 
some Of Maj. O’Meara’s brother officers differ 
widely from him,and which, it is said, is now 
stirring up the regimental rank and file to 
quite a degree of indignation. The interview 
in yesterday’s Post-DIsPaATcH at once 
became the general topic of discussion 
in local National Guard circles, and Maj. 
O’Meara’s movement to get workingmen 
into the First Regiment promises to be 
a sensation in that organization for some 
time to come. 

A BROTHER OFFICER'S CHARGES. 

The First Regiment officer who charges 
Maj. O’Meara with having had a political ob- 

tin view when he advocated the plan 
n question, vests that his name be with- 
held in using facts replying to some of 
Maj. O’Meara’s statements, because of the 
danger of creating a rsonal feeling de- 
stroying that ‘‘esprit du corps’’ which 
should exist among all the First Regiment 
officers. 

The only reason [answer O’Meara,’’ said 
he this morning, is simply because that 
officer is in danger of getting himself intoa 
bad scrape inthe regiment. 

It there is one especial thing in the ethics 
of the National G a that is 
strenuously insisted upon, it is that 
politics shall be kept out of that organiza- 
tion. This talk of O’Meara’s about getting 
workingmen into the First Regiment is noth- 
ing in the world but a bid for the working- 
men’s vote for John B. O'Meara at 
some date in the near future, as 
I will show by certain unanswerable facts in 
this interview. O’Meara’s course in the mat- 
ter is bound to ee this impression 
throughout the entire regiment, and the im- 
pression will injure Maj. O’Meara’s influence 
as an officer. 

WORKINGMEN ALREADY ENLISTING. 

In the first place. there is no necessity for 
a movement to induce young workingmen to 
come into the regiment, because they have 
been coming in ht slong of late, and itisa 
known fact that any workingman 
of good Character is welcome to the organ- 
ization. Companies E, Ff and G have in their 
membership young men who are working at 
their trades, the Battery has also, and doubt- 
less sO have other companies I might name 
= os access just now to the 
regimental roster. There has never been any 
opposition to recruits from the ranks of 
reputable workingmen, nor isis there, I be- 
lieve, ony antagonism on the part of reputa- 
ble workingmen toward the State militia. 

could mention many trades pe rep- 
resented in the First Regiment, and con- 
sider Maj. O’Meara’s ‘crusade’ in the work- 
ingmen’s behalfas altogether unnecessary, 
2 it may help his own political ambi- 
tion. 

CITY VS. COUNTRY SOLDIERS. 

Now, as to O’Meara’s statements regard: 
ing the low physical standard of the First 
Regiment. It is true that at the First Brigade 
encampment last summer the troops of 
the Third and Fourth Regiments 
were better developed and more hardy 
looking than those of the first. The former 
were country -bred young men, and the latter 
are all ty-bred. But the records 
of the last war show that for 
endurance in the field, for activity and 
ability to stand irreguiar and hard service, 
the soldiers from cities were far superior to 
those from the country. They were not so 
1 and hea in physique, but 
they had that invaluable military quality 
of pot ‘breaking down.’ I would venture to 
bet now that the First Regiment could stand 
more hard service than either the third or 
fourth, despite the difference in the 
average height and weight of the three 
com mands. ou know it doesn’t take much 
strength to pull the trigger of a rie, or for 
that matter to carry the rifle on a march. 
What is wanted is ! activity, recuper- 
ative power and the abil ty to stand irregular 
living. in these essentials it has been time 
and again demonstrated that city troops are 
better than country. 

THE LOW PHYSICAL STANDARD. 
**Maj.O’Meara also complains that the First 
Regiment is recruited from very young 
men. We forgets that tue National Guard is 
the military training school of this country. 
It be true that when a young fellow of 18 
enlists ne 18 not 

fully developed. But by 
he is 21, he has 
necessary physical development and is also 
then a well-drilied soldier. There is no rea- 
son for apprehension on account of the 
pbysical standard of the First Regiment. 
ap ol O’Meara has simply allowed himself 
to carried n his desire to start a 
movement which belp him politically. 
And that is just what the First Regiment will 
A as Maj. O’Meara will tly find 
ou . 0 .
